Over-packed 
school will 
force students 
elsewhere

Edmonton Public Schools offi¬ 
cials are set to discuss four op¬ 
tions to manage the ballooning 
student population at Michael 
Strembitsky School. 

The south side Kindergarten 
to Grade 9 school opened in 2012 
and is already at capacity, with 
about 900 students enrolled. 

Around 300 students were 
moved from Strembitsky to area 
schools last year to deal with 
space issues, but the problem per¬ 
sists, Edmonton Public Schools 
spokesman Chris Wright said. 

A meeting for parents on 
Nov. 24 will discuss four options 
of managing growth and easing 


overpopulation at the school. All 
options include moving children 
in lower grades to nearby Satoo 
or Ellerslie Campus schools for 
fall 2016. 

“Ultimately, our goal is to 
always have kids enrolled in a 
school as close to home as pos¬ 
sible,” Wright said. “The options 
that we put forward are all plaus¬ 
ible, we know they’ll all work. 
We want to... come up with solu¬ 
tions that are frilly informed.” 

Edmonton Public Schools 
made the attendance area small¬ 
er two years ago, and requested 
additional modular classrooms 
from the province when enroll¬ 
ment hit a high last spring. 

Wright said these modular 
classrooms will soon be installed 
at the school. 

A decision on one of the four 
options will be made after next 
week’s public meeting, and the 
recommendation will be made to 
the superintendent in December. 

“We all have the same goal, 
which is to make sure students 
have excellent learning environ¬ 
ments,” Wright said.

Edmonton’s LRT screeched to a 
halt Wednesday night at some¬ 
thing resembling the worst pos¬ 
sible time and it wasn’t fully 
operational again until almost 
the same time Thursday. 

At 9:40 p.m. Wednesday, 
shortly before thousands of 
Oilers fans poured out of Rexall 
Place looking to go home, the 
system was shut down as a re¬ 
sult of “significant damage to 
the overhead wiring,” accord¬ 
ing to Ken Koropeslci, acting 
manager of Edmonton Transit. 

The damage occurred when 
a train was going by on a sec¬ 
tion of track southbound, be¬ 
tween 95 Street and Churchill 
Station, he said. 

Wires that feed power to 
the train came loose from the 
supports. These were repaired 
Thursday. 

From Wednesday evening to 
Thursday evening, contingency 
bus service filled in wherever 
LRT service was down. 

But the larger problem, 
according to some on social 
media leaving the Oilers game 
Wednesday night, is how poor¬ 
ly the city communicated the 
issue. 

Mayor Don Iveson tweeted 
he was “frustrated to hear so 
many reports of inadequate 
info for riders” and he expects 
better. 

Koropeski wouldn’t confirm 
what information was available 
for the hundreds stranded at 
Coliseum Station, but he said 
ETS will “debrief” and review 
procedures to “do a better job 
the next time.” 

“If there are flaws in what 
we do, we will improve on it.”

Alberta’s coal-fired electricity 
plants are on borrowed time, 
but Premier Rachel Notley is 
promising that companies and 
communities dependent on 
them will be helped through 


the coming transi¬ 
tion. 

The government 
is expected to re¬ 
lease its climate- 
change strategy 
within days and 
Notley made it clear 
Thursday, as she did 
during the recent 
election campaign, 
that phasing out 
coal will be part of 
the NDP strategy. 

But she also said no com¬ 
munity should bear a dispro¬ 
portionate impact from that 
policy shift and there would 
be help available. 

“It’s a question of at what 


point does the 
government have 
to move to soften 
the blow and there 
are a number of dif¬ 
ferent approaches,” 
she said. 

It’s also a ques¬ 
tion, Notley said, 
of perspective: 
“People often fail 
to recall that under 
the current feder¬ 
al regulations, 12 
of our 18 coal plants will be 
phased out already, by the early 
2020s.” 

According to the Alberta 
Electric System Operator, 43 
per cent of the province’s elec¬ 


tricity currently comes from 
coal generation, making it the 
largest provider of power for 
the province. Natural gas is 
close behind at 40 per cent, 
with wind and hydro making 
up small percentages. 

In Grande Cache, Mayor 
Herb Castle said his commun¬ 
ity would feel the pain if coal 
is phased out. 

“It certainly would be diffi¬ 
cult,” he said. “The town was 
founded on coal.” 

Notley declined to say if 
her government’s plan would 
also have a carbon tax, but she 
promised to release details be¬ 
fore the Paris climate talks next 
month.

A driver accused of sending 
four people to hospital after 
crashing his truck into a con¬ 
venience store Wednesday is fa¬ 
cing four charges of attempted 
murder. 

Edmonton police arrived at 
a Petro-Canada gas station at 
96 Street and 118 Avenue just 
before noon Wednesday and 
found a Ford F-150 lodged into 
the storefront. 

Police say the driver, 38-year- 
old Steven Cloutier, intention¬ 
ally drove the truck through 
the front windows after staff 
told him he needed to pre-pay 
for his fuel. 

A male and female store em¬ 
ployee were pinned under the 
truck and taken to hospital 
with serious injuries. 

Police say Cloutier then got 
out of his truck and assaulted 
two female employees before 
leaving the store. 

Cloutier was arrested when 
he returned to the scene. 

Police say alcohol is not be¬ 
lieved to have been a factor in 
the crash. 

Cloutier is charged with four 
counts each of attempted mur¬ 
der, assault with a weapon, 
dangerous driving causing 
bodily harm and two counts 
of assault. 

The male and female gas 
station employees remain in 
hospital in serious but stable 
condition. 

The other two female em¬ 
ployees were treated for non¬ 
life-threatening injuries and 
released from hospital.

Developers are building more 
than one million square feet 
of new office space that’s set 
to hit the Edmonton market 
by next year, while the office 
vacancy rate already eclipsed 
11 per cent this past summer. 

But despite what may appear 
as a glut of new space concen¬ 
trated downtown, some experts 


say the space doesn’t have to 
cause major economic pain if 
property owners are prepared 
to invest in their space. 

Cory Wosnack with real 
estate firm Avison Young 
said the high vacancy rate is 
already forcing landlords 
to improve their space 
and not just lower rents, which 
he said is a good sign overall. 

“That is a big improvement 
in the behavior of the local 
marketplace. Organizations 
are now prepared to pay for 
quality,” he said. 

Both the City of Edmon¬ 
ton’s office tower and the 
Kelly Ramsey Building are 
scheduled to open next year, 
potentially flooding the 
market, but Wosnack said the 
Stantec tower is several more 
years off. 


“It’s five years away. 
It’s plenty of time for the 
local economy and the 
market place to change,” he 
said. 

Edmonton Economic De¬ 
velopment Corporation 
president Brad Ferguson said 
making sure the added space 
doesn’t become a drag on the 
economy is a priority for his 
organization. 

“We have a downtown team 
that’s really looking at making 
sure we build a vibrant down¬ 
town economy,” he said. 


Ferguson said EEDC has 
examined other cities, where 
vacant offices were converted 
into dance- or yoga-studios and 
other creative options, for ideas. 

“We’re constantly in the busi¬ 
ness of trying to allow those 
creative solutions to come to 
market,” he said. 

Ferguson also said EEDC is 
encouraging owners of lower 
quality vacant office space to 
consider setting up co-working 
locations. 

“That demand for shared 
space continues to go up.”

Premier Rachel Notley said 
Thursday Alberta has a doors- 
open policy to Syrian refu¬ 
gees but is asking the fed¬ 
eral government to ensure 
the people the province 
takes in are “meticulously 
screened.” 

Notley made the comments 
in a speech to the Alberta 
Association of Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts and Counties in Ed¬ 
monton, and said the prov¬ 
ince will likely take in 3,000 
refugees from Syria as part 


of Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau’s proposal to bring in 
25,000 refugees before the 
end of the year. 

Mayor Don Iveson has told 
other media Edmonton’s 
share of the 3,000 refugees 
will be about 1,000 people. 

Saskatchewan Premier 
Brad Wall has controversially 
called for Trudeau’s plan to 
be slowed down. 

For her part, Notley said 
she wants to make sure no 
violent criminals come in 
with the refugees. 

“We will be asking the fed¬ 
eral government to outline 
their screening practices,” 
she said. 

Notley stressed any reser¬ 
vations should not stop refu¬ 
gees from coming to Alberta. 

“It’s not a case of saying 
that because there is a poten¬ 
tial of some person to swoop 
in that we should therefore 


not accept them,” she said. 

In a letter to school boards 
released on Wednesday, Edu¬ 
cation Minister David Egg- 
en told schools they could 
expect refugee children as 
students soon. 

Notley said the govern¬ 
ment is already working with 
agencies to prepare for their 
arrival. 

“We supported that pos¬ 
ition during the federal elec¬ 
tion and so we support carry¬ 
ing on and we have met with 
stakeholders across the scope 
of this issue in Alberta.” 

Notley, who began her 
remarks by offering con¬ 
dolences to the victims of 
attacks in both Paris and Bei¬ 
rut, said closing borders to 
refugees would not guarantee 
the country’s safety, pointing 
out that the Paris attackers 
appear to have largely been 
French citizens.

Family-friendly 
online TV show 
pokes fun at

Delmer and Marta is not a sit¬ 
com about indigenous people. 

Rather, it’s just a show that 
will make you laugh, with in¬ 
digenous characters. 

Howie Miller — an inter¬ 
nationally successful Edmonton- 
based comedian who identifies 
as Cree, from the Paul Band, 
west of Edmonton — said the 
aim of the new sitcom, set to 
air on APTN in the new year, is 
to be “more generic.” 

“There’s also the side of us 
that’s just like eveiybody else,” 
he said, adding that not eveiy 
show with indigenous content 
has to be about addressing “na¬ 
tive plight.” 

Miller co-stars as Marta, co¬ 
produces and writes the series, 
along with other local celebri¬ 


ties including Sheldon Etler, 
who plays Delmer and his son, 
Todd Houseman. 

He said the family-friendly 
show is essentially making fun 
of indigenous stereotypes. 

“I think the importance of 
it is to really open up Canada’s 
eyes, the viewing public, to say, 


it’s not all what you think it 
is, whatever your stereotype 
is,” Miller said. “We’re normal. 
We’re funny.” 

Jesse Lipscombe, partner and 
executive producer with the Mo¬ 
saic production company, who 
is helping to bring the show to 
life, compared the new sitcom 


to the Cosby Show in that way 
— “having a loving couple that 
happens to be aboriginal and 
happens to have come from the 
reserve, but that’s not what the 
show is about.” 

The comedy deals with eveiy- 
day issues. 

Miller developed the Marta

character through his sketch 
comedy. 

“My admiration or apprecia¬ 
tion for women wearing bras is 
so high — but it’s a great place 
to put my cellphone,” he said. 

Lipscombe said one of the 
things they pride themselves 
on is that they “deal with real 
issues” but they handle them 
with humour. 

“What is neat about the show 
is that we have a mainstream 
family show that we have a 
transgender relationship. And 
the fact that it doesn’t matter, 
matters so much,” he said. 

“Our main goal is to have 22 
minutes per week where people 
can laugh and rejoice and just 
have fun,” said Miller.

Court to decide whether 
Alberta requires French 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada is set to rule Fri¬ 
day on whether Alberta is 
required by the Constitu¬ 
tion to enact its laws in 
both English and French. 

The court will weigh in 
on the cases of two Al¬ 
berta men charged with 
offences under the prov¬ 
ince's Traffic Safety Act, 
which was passed only in 
English. 

Alberta motorist Pierre 
Boutet was given a traffic 
ticket in 2003 and argued 
it was unconstitutional be¬ 
cause the law was not en¬ 
acted in both languages. 

Boutet's case was later 
joined with that of Gilles 
Caron, which raised the 
same issues over another 
traffic offence. 

Caron's lawyer, Roger 
Lepage, has argued the 
case also has implications 
for people in Saskatch¬ 
ewan, where language 
laws are similar to Al¬ 
berta's. 

Lepage also said French 
speakers shouldn't have 
to assimilate in Western 
Canada, the Canadian press

Two Edmonton companies are 
running with a saucy idea to 
feed those in need for the 
second year, and hope to take 
it even further.

Eco-friendly restaurant opens in south

Is it possible to counter the 
usually large carbon-footprint 
of a fine dining restaurant by 
setting it in a net-zero building? 

Paul Shufelt is sure going 
to try with his new spot, The 
Workshop Eatery, in Edmon¬ 
ton’s deep south. 

The long-time local chef 
opens his first solo effort this 
week with a focus on green, 
both on the plate and the car¬ 
bon footprint. 

As original and anchor ten¬ 
ant of Mosaic Centre for Con¬ 
scious Community and Com¬ 


merce, Shufelt has been able to 
incorporate eco-friendly princi¬ 
ples into his 2,050 square-foot, 
70-seat eateiy — big windows, 
a 650 square-foot ‘front yard’ 
outdoor garden and bee hives 
on the roof. 

The simple menu also fo¬ 
cuses on seasonal and regional 
foods from area producers— 
Riverbend Gardens, Doef’s 
Greenhouses and Irving Farms 
among them. 

“I just loved this building 
but hated where it was,” said 
Shufelt. 

“As a chef, I always ques¬ 
tion, ‘Is there a better way to 
do this? How can we become 
more efficient?’ It’s a work in 
progress—to produce all the

energy we consume.” 

Shufelt said kitchen waste 
will be separated and sent to 
a local farm for composting, 
bottles and cans will be hauled 
to the recycling station and 
the coffee will be an espresso. 

“The budget for the kitchen 
was five times what the build¬ 
ing allowed. So we opted for an 
espresso machine rather than 


the ‘energy pig’ coffee maker, 
and rely on a circulator rather 
than keep three or four ovens 
running overnight,” he said. 

Shufelt admits that while 
the optics of driving to a ‘green’ 
restaurant (it’s 20 minutes 
from downtown) may seem 
odd, tenants in the building 
practice what they preach. 

Signs encourage commut¬ 
ing, car-pooling and bicycling: 
there’s even a charging station 
for electric cars in the parking 
lot and an on-site bike room. 

“It’s an under-serviced part 
of the city. I hope people who 
know me will come see me, 
and that I’ll make connections 
in this neighbourhood,” he 
said.

Wildrose 

slams 

strategy 

Alberta’s opposition leader is ac¬ 
cusing Premier Rachel Notley’s 
New Democrats of letting Ot¬ 
tawa push the province around 
on its climate-change strategy. 

Wildrose Leader Brian Jean 
noted in question period that 
federal Environment Minister 
Catherine McKenna is promis¬ 
ing that a new national target 
for greenhouse-gas reductions 
will soon be set in consultation 
with the provinces. 

“Why should Ottawa be al¬ 
lowed to interfere with how 
we run our industries?” Jean 
asked Notley. 

“A Trudeau government inter¬ 
fering in Alberta’s oilpatch. Now 
where have I heard that stoiy 
before?” added Jean, who was 
referring to former prime min¬ 
ister Pierre Trudeau’s national 
energy program in the 1980s. 

Other provinces seem to have 
more clout with Ottawa, sug¬ 
gested Jean, who noted that 
Montreal was allowed to dump 
raw sewage into the St. Law¬ 
rence River, but Alberta is pillor¬ 
ied for its environmental record. 

“Why does the premier con¬ 
tinue to stand by and let Alberta 
be pushed around by Ottawa?” 

Notley hotly disagreed. She 
said that while the federal 
government has a say on en¬ 
vironmental rules, “if we do 
our homework, they’ll stay 
out of it.” 

“We’re doing our homework 
(by preparing a new climate- 
change strategy) after those 
folks over there stuck their 
head in the sand and tried to 
pretend there was no problem,” 
said Notley of the Progressive 
Conservatives who were de¬ 
feated in last spring’s election. 

“Alberta’s energy products 
won’t see new markets if we 
continue to follow (the Wil¬ 
drose) denial-dinosaur approach 
on climate change.”

HUMAN RIGHTS 

Legislation 
would make 
discrimination 
against the law 

Alberta has put forward legis¬ 
lation to prohibit discrimina¬ 
tion based on gender identity 
and gender expression. 

The changes are part of a 
bill introduced Thursday that, 
if passed, will become part of 
the Alberta Human Rights Act. 

“No Albertan should be de¬ 
nied basic services for being 
true to themselves,” Justice 
Minister Kathleen Ganley told 
reporters. 

“This change will increase 
access to justice and make 
it clear that discrimination 
on the basis of gender iden¬ 
tity and gender expression is 
against the law.” 

Once the bill passes, Alberta 
will join Saskatchewan, Prince 
Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
Newfoundland and Labrador, 
Ontario, Manitoba, and the 
Northwest Territories, which 
have similar bans in place. 

Gender identity refers to 
how a person views him or 
herself. Gender expression is 
the way people express their 
gender, such as through dress, 
demeanour and behaviour. 

Ganley said consultation 
on the bill reinforced con¬ 
cerns that transgender Alber¬ 
tans face discrimination and 
threats to their well-being. 

“(They) continue to be a 
highly marginalized group 
within society,” said Ganley. 
“I heard several stories of dis¬ 
crimination: difficulties find¬ 
ing a job, difficulties main¬ 
taining employment, or even 


being accepted into a work¬ 
place. 

“We heard stories of safety 
concerns in shelters and diffi¬ 
culty obtaining proper medical 
assistance.” 

Aria Ehren, a transgender 
rights activist from Calgary, 
characterized it as a milestone 
day for the province. 

“I know I’m far from the 
only trans-person in this prov¬ 
ince feeling a little more opti¬ 
mistic about the world today,” 
said Ehren. “There’s an over¬ 
whelming feeling at times that 
our existence is an inconven¬ 
ient fact that the world would 
rather not face. 

“We have been discrimin¬ 


ated against, mistreated, shut 
out, denied, ostracized, fired 
(and) threatened. There’s been 
little to no recourse because 
the institutions we would go 
to for support and for justice 
are rarely any better informed 
or mannered. This must im¬ 
prove.” 

Angela Reid with the Trans- 
Equality Society of Alberta said 
they are now ready to take the 
next step. 

“(The society) remains 
committed to working with 
community members, legisla¬ 
tors, and other stakeholders 
to make these rights effective 
in practice and not just on 
paper, lest we remain in the 


current environment of rights 
without remedy,” said Reid. 

Opposition Wildrose Leader 
Brian Jean said the bill has 
support from both sides of 
the house. 

“Bill 7 clarifies in writing 
what is already recognized by 
the courts concerning gender 
identity and expression,” Jean 


said in a statement. 

“The aim of this legislation, 
to ensure that everyone has 
clarity over what rights are 
protected under the Alberta 
Human Rights Act, should be 
applauded. I am confident it 
will be passed with support 
from all parties.”

POWDERKEG LOUNGE 

Hepatitis 
outbreak 
at resort 


Alberta Health Services has 
issued a public alert after a 
lounge worker at the Lake Lou¬ 
ise ski resort was confirmed to 
have hepatitis A. 

The liver infection is highly 
contagious and can be spread 
through food and water. 

Health officials say customers 
who consumed food or drank 
hot beverages at the Powderkeg 
Lounge in Lake Louise between 
Nov. 6-8 may have been exposed. 

Alberta Health Services is of¬ 
fering a vaccine to those people. 

The health agency says patrons 
who consumed cold beverages 
are not at risk of exposure and 
do not need a vaccine. 

Clinics are being held in Cal- 
gaiy and Banff in the next couple 
of days — the vaccine is only ef¬ 
fective if administered within 
two weeks of exposure. 

“While we believe the risk 
to the public is low, hepatitis A 
is a serious infection,” Dr. Judy 
MacDonald, medical health of¬ 
ficer for the Calgaiy zone, said 
in a release Thursday. 

“A vaccine administered with¬ 
in 14 days of exposure can greatly 
reduce the risk for patrons who 
consumed food or hot beverages 
at this location during this time 
frame.” 

Symptoms may include tired- 
ness, poor appetite, nausea, 
vomiting, abdominal pain and 
fever. An infected person’s urine 
will turn dark and the eyes and 
skin will turn yellow. 

Some people, especially young 
children, may have hepatitis A 
infection without any symptoms, 
but they are still infectious. 

Risk of transmission is reduced 
through thorough washing of 
hands with soap and water after 
using the bathroom and before 
preparing or consuming foods.

Scientist takes 
second prize 
at conference 
in Germany

A University of Alberta research¬ 
er’s efforts to make quality of 
life better for prostate cancer 
sufferers has earned her a top 
rank among the world’s best 
scientists. 

Lian Willetts took the second 
prize out of 100 scientists at the 
Falling Walls Lab this month in 
Berlin. The conference offers top 
talent from across the world in 
science, innovation and entre¬ 
preneurship a chance to pitch 
their ideas. 

Willetts, a postdoctoral fellow 
from the university’s department 


of oncology, claimed one of the 
top spots for her work in creat¬ 
ing a non-invasive blood test that 
determines whether prostate 
cancer patients have aggressive 
or non-aggressive cancer. 

“Our current diagnostics are 
veiy invasive, and our current 
treatment is very aggressive,” 
Willetts said. “But the diagnos¬ 
tics doesn’t predict whose can¬ 
cer is going to spread, and our 
treatments don’t prevent it. So 
these are some of the walls we’re 
tiying to break.” 

Much of Willetts’ research 
focuses on metastasis, or the 
spread of prostate cancer to 
other areas of the body. Three 
out of 100 men will die of pros¬ 
tate cancer that spreads, she said, 
and more than a third of newly 
diagnosed cancers in North 
America are prostate cancer. 

A simple blood test could in¬ 
crease quality of life for prostate 
cancer sufferers by determining 
which of them have aggressive 
cancer, therefore helping doctors 
avoid unnecessary treatments

and help alleviate side effects 
in patients. 

The blood test is expected 
to be available for clinical use 
within the next few years. 

“Men don’t die of prostate 
cancer that stays in the prostate, 
they die when the prostate can¬ 
cer starts to spread from their 
prostate to their lymph nodes,” 
Willetts said. 

“The best thing about our test 
is that we can provide an accur¬ 
ate and predictive diagnostic for 
patients, so we can focus on the 
patients who are going to be 
developing invasive disease.”

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Duffy’s friend takes stand

discussed at 
senator’s trial 

Gerald Donohue wasn’t a 
professional speechwriter or 
researcher, didn’t have any 
particular public policy back¬ 
ground and wasn’t the employ¬ 
ee or officer of any company 

But over the span of three 
years, the longtime friend of 
Sen. Mike Duffy took in rough¬ 
ly $65,000 in taxpayer money 
for a variety of contracts, dir¬ 
ecting the money through a 
firm owned by his wife and 
son. 

He also signed several 
cheques on 
behalf of the 
firm to other 
individuals and 
companies that 
Duffy wanted 
paid for Senate 
work — an in¬ 
tern, a makeup 
artist, speech- 
writers. 

Donohue’s 


testimony Thursday marked 
the winding down of the 
Crown’s fraud, breach of trust 
and bribery case against Duffy. 
The senator has pleaded not 
guilty to all 31 counts. 

The Crown alleges the 
$65,000 in contracts awarded 
to Donohue was used as a slush 
fund for Duffy to pay for servi¬ 
ces that wouldn’t pass muster 
with the Senate. 

By video link from his home 
in an Ottawa suburb, the wit¬ 
ness answered prosecutor Mark 
Holmes’ questions about his 
relationship with Duffy. The 
two met in the late 1980s at 
local Ottawa TV station CJOH 
— Donohue was a human re¬ 
sources manager, Duffy a host. 

Over the years, the two men 
kept up a friendship of sorts. 
Donohue was a sounding board 
for Duffy, who 
would call to 
talk to him 
about a variety 
of issues. 

After Duffy 
entered the 
Senate, Dono¬ 
hue said Duffy 
continued to 
pick his brain 
— this time for 


pay. He was asked to research 
the aging population, which he 
did on the Internet, or to come 
up with ideas for a speech on 
why Duffy was a Conservative. 

Donohue conceded that he 
signed cheques to other Duffy 


service providers, even though 
he had no signing authority at 
the firm. He also revealed that 
those cheques were written off 
by the family companies, first 
called Maple Ridge Media and 
then Ottawa ICF. 


Donohue said he got upset 
with the Senate administrators 
in 2012 when they refused to 
stop sending cheques to him 
personally, rather than to the 
firms.

He’s too important of 
an MLA to let go down to an 
NDP whore just because of a 
bad boundary.” 

A debate broke out on 
Twitter as to whether he said 
“whore” or “horde,” meaning a 
large group or gang. Lukiwslci 
said it was the latter. 

“At no point did I use any 
sort of profanity to describe the 
NDP,” he said in a statement. 
Lukiwslci added he reached out 
to the NDP candidate, Karen 
Purdy, to assure her of that. 

Purdy said she believes Lulci- 
wslci used “whore” and wants 
an apology.

Whale-watcher’s 
body recovered 


LEVIATHAN II 

Surfers find 
man’s remains 
on beach at 
Vargas Island 

The body of an Australian man 
has been found off Vancouver 
Island’s west coast, bringing 
to six the number of people 
who are confirmed dead after 
a whale-watching boat flipped 
on Oct. 25. 

The BC Coroners Service said 
Thursday the body of 27-year- 
old Raveshan Morgan Pillay 
was recovered on the shore 
of Vargas Island, not far from 
Tofino, B.C. 

Twenty-seven tourists and 
crew were tossed into the 
water, about 15 kilometres 
northwest of the tourist town, 
when a wave broadsided the 
Leviathan II, a 20-metre whale¬ 


watching boat. 

The five people who were 
confirmed dead on the night of 
the incident were all from the 
United Kingdom and ranged in 
age from 18 to 76. 

An extensive search for Pil¬ 
lay turned up nothing until 
surfers reported finding a body 
Wednesday night on a beach on 
Vargas Island, close to where 
the vessel flipped over. 

Tofino Mayor Josie Osborne 
said Pillay’s family travelled 
from Sydney to Tofino after 
the accident, but returned to 
Australia last week. 

“(We’re) just thinking a lot 
about his family and friends 
and the whole incident, and 
also mindful about all the 
people who were involved in 


the search for him,” said Os¬ 
borne on Thursday. “And also 
the sense of anxiety that they 
might be feeling, too, about 
just confirming.” 

The Coroners Service, Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board and 
RCMP are continuing to inves¬ 
tigate the incident. 

Life jackets were not re¬ 
quired on the vessel and it 
appeared the tourists were 
not wearing them at the time 
the boat capsized, an initial 
coroner’s investigation found. 

Pillay’s family told the com¬ 
munity they had experienced 
“kindness after kindness” in 
a thank-you letter published 
in the local newspaper after 
their departure.

Government hunts 
for winter housing 


REFUGEES 

Notice seeks 
temporary 
sites for 500 to 
3,000 people 

The federal government is 
searching for temporaiy win¬ 
ter housing for thousands of 
people across Canada days be¬ 
fore the expected unveiling 
of its plan to bring in 25,000 
Syrian refugees by year’s end. 

Public Works and Govern¬ 
ment Services is establishing a 
list of facilities that can provide 
winterized housing at various 


sites across Canada. 

The sites will have to accom¬ 
modate between 500 and 3,000 
people for as long as three 
months, according to a notice 
posted Thursday morning. 

“The Government of Canada 
is seeking interested companies 
that have the capacity, capabil¬ 
ity and availability to provide 
leasing, management and ser¬ 
vicing of temporaiy winterized 
lodgings for groups of 500-3,000 
people by early December 2015 
at sites to be confirmed,” the 
notice reads. 

It’s not yet known if the re¬ 
quest is specific to the needs 
of the expected refugees. The 
Public Works employee respon¬ 


sible for the notice refused to 
comment. 

But the notice states the gov¬ 
ernment requires lodging for 
both individuals and large fam¬ 
ilies for up to three months, 
beginning next month. The 
timing and the requirements 
strongly suggest a temporaiy 
refuge for people fleeing Syria’s 
bloody civil war. 

The sites must be complete¬ 
ly self-contained, including 
energy generation, sewer, and 
waste management, and pro¬ 
vide space for an information 
centre and offices for manage¬ 
ment personnel, among other 
requirements.

Moualimi said his country will be 
trying to bring different strands 
of the opposition “together for 
a united voice.” 

Last Saturday, foreign min¬ 
isters from about 20 nations 
agreed in Vienna to an ambitious 
yet incomplete plan that sets a 
Jan. 1 deadline for the start of 
negotiations between Syrian 
President Bashar Assad’s gov¬ 
ernment and opposition groups. 
Within six months, the negotia¬ 


tions are to establish a “credible, 
inclusive and non-sectarian” tran¬ 
sitional government that would 
set a schedule for drafting a new 
constitution and holding a free 
and fair UN-supervised election 
within 18 months. 

Neither the Syrian govern¬ 
ment nor opposition groups 
were present at the talks, which 
brought together the main for¬ 
eign backers of both sides. 

Staffan de Mistura, the UN 
special envoy for Syria who repre¬ 
sented the UN at the Vienna 


talks, told reporters that a cease¬ 
fire in Syria is now more likely 
because the countries partici¬ 
pating in talks in Vienna “have 
an interest in seeing a ceasefire 
taking place.” the associated press

Female jihadists exist, too 


The woman who blew herself 
up with an explosive vest in a 
suburban Paris apartment dur¬ 
ing a police operation Wednes¬ 
day was far from the world’s 
first female suicide bomber. 

In the Palestinian territories, 
about a dozen women have car¬ 
ried out suicide attacks against 
Israelis since 2002 — including 
27-year-old paramedic Wafa 
Idris, who blew herself up in 
downtown Jerusalem on Jan. 
27, 2002. It was unclear if she 
planned to commit suicide. 

Kurdish women have car¬ 
ried out several suicide attacks 
in Turkey since the 1980s, as 


have female members of left¬ 
ist groups in their campaign 
against the government. The 
most recent attack occurred on 
Jan. 6, when a Turkish leftist 
group claimed responsibility 
for a suicide bombing at an 
Istanbul police station that 
killed an officer and wounded 
another. 

Two female suicide bombers 
from Chechnya — belonging to 
a group known as the “black 
widows” in Russia — were to 
blame for the 2010 bombings 
of the Moscow metro, which 
killed some 40 people.

Rebels 
free U.S. 
captives 

Three Americans held captive 
by Shiite rebels in Yemen’s cap¬ 
ital have been freed, Oman’s 
state news agency and officials 
in Yemen said Thursday 

The short English-language 
statement on the Oman News 
Agency said only that the U.S. 
State Department had asked 
Oman to bring the Americans 
out of the country. It did not 
elaborate or provide informa¬ 
tion on their identities. 

However, independent secur¬ 
ity officials in Yemen and mem¬ 
bers of the Shiite rebels known 
as Houthis said the Americans 
had been detained for at least 
two months at a Houthi security 
building in the rebel-held capital 
of Sanaa. The rebels and the of¬ 
ficials, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity as they weren’t 
authorized to brief journalists, 
did not say why the Americans 
were held. 

Two of them were working 
with the United Nations, the 
officials said, while offering no 
information about the third.

REFUGEE CRISIS 

Thousands 
of‘economic 
migrants’ stuck 
between nations 

Most nations along Europe’s refu¬ 
gee corridor shut their borders 
Thursday to those not coming 
from war-torn countries such 
as Syria, Afghanistan or Iraq, 
leaving thousands of others seek¬ 


ing a better life in the contin¬ 
ent stranded at Balkan border 
crossings. 

The overnight decision trig¬ 
gered the domino effect that 
both asylum-seekers and Euro¬ 
pean nations had feared given 
the record number of people 
fleeing to Europe this year, and 
new fears after the deadly Paris 
attacks of possible militants com¬ 
ing in with refugees. 

Macedonia, Serbia, Croatia 
and Slovenia weren’t allowing in 
the so-called economic migrants 


whose countries aren’t shattered 
by armed struggles and wars. 

In the Greek wllage of Idomeni 
at the border with Macedonia, 
police said the border has essen¬ 
tially been shut down to all since 
Thursday morning. Some 3,000 


people are waiting at a camp 
nearby that provides temporaiy 
shelter for those heading north 
through the Balkans. 

About 500 people from Iran, 
Morocco and Algeria gathered on 
the border line between Greece 


and Macedonia to protest the 
closure. As a result, nobody 
else from the nationalities that 
Macedonia is letting through 

— Syrians, Afghans and Iraqis 

— were able to cross. 

On the Croatia-Serbia bor¬ 
der, Croats were only accepting 
people from those three coun¬ 
tries plus Palestine. Slovenia — 
the next country in the chain 

— also said it has been turning 
back the so-called economic mi¬ 
grants.

China’s president on Thursday 
strongly condemned the killing 
of a Chinese hostage by Islamic 
State of Iraq and Levant (ISIL) 
extremists, saying such groups 
are enemies of mankind. 

Though President Xi Jinping 
expressed resolve to crack 
down on terrorism, there was 
no indication that China would 
change its consistent oppos¬ 
ition to outside involvement in 
the conflict in Syria, where ISIL 
has captured a broad swath of 
territory. Beijing says the Syr¬ 
ians themselves need to arrive 
at a political solution. 

ISIL said in its magazine 
Wednesday that it had killed 
two hostages it was holding 
for ransom — from Norway 
and China — after they had 
been “abandoned” by what it 
called infidel nations. 

The Chinese man had been 
identified as Fan Jinghui, 50, a 
self-described wanderer from 


Lawyers for a suspected Libyan 
militant charged in 2012 attacks 
that killed the U.S. Ambassador 
and three others have asked a 
judge to send him home. 

The lawyers say the U.S. il¬ 
legally captured and interro¬ 
gated Ahmed Abu Khattala last 
year, and that the appropriate 
remedy for that is for him to 
be returned to Libya. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Casey Cooper did not immedi¬ 
ately rule on the request. 


Beijing who once taught grade 
school and sometimes worked 
in TV production. China’s For¬ 
eign Ministry confirmed his 
killing early Thursday. 

China has not dispatched 
troops, planes or any other 
assets to take part in fighting 
in Syria. 

However, Beijing in recent 
years has shown a willingness 
to use its military to protect its 
citizens in conflict zones and 
dispatched planes and a navy 
frigate to aid in the evacua¬ 
tion of 35,000 Chinese work¬ 
ers from Libya in 2011. More 
recently, China sent a naval 
squadron to Yemen this spring 
to rescue Chinese citizens and 
other foreign nationals from 
fighting. 

Most Chinese citizens are 
believed to have already left 
Syria following four years of 
civil war. 
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Khattala was captured by U.S. 
special forces in a June 2014 
nighttime raid. 

He was then interrogated for 
days aboard a Navy ship while 
being brought to the United 
States to face charges in the 
Sept. 2012 attacks on a State 
Department compound and a 
nearby CIA annex. 

The attacks killed four Amer¬ 
icans, including Chris Stevens, 
the U.S. Ambassador to Libya.

Countries 
convene in 
El Salvador to 
quell tensions 

A Central American regional bloc 
will take up the issue of some 
2,000 Cuban migrants denied 
entiy by Nicaragua on their way 
to the United States, Costa Rican 
authorities said Thursday, in a 
case that has ramped up diplo¬ 


matic tensions between the two 
countries. 

Foreign Ministers of SICA na¬ 
tions are expected to meet Tues¬ 
day in the capital of El Salvador, 
and will consider the issue as 
a humanitarian rather than a 
security concern, Costa Rican 
officials said. 

“The countries have reacted in 
a positive and supportive way,” 
Foreign Minister Manuel Gonza¬ 
lez said. “They have understood 
that the humanitarian aspect is 
at stake and should be tackled, 
comprehensively, by the entire 


region.” 

Earlier in the day, Nicaragua 
accused Costa Rica of attempting 
to avoid discussion of the issue 
at SICA. Nicaraguan government 
spokeswoman Rosario Murillo, 
who is the wife of President Dan¬ 
iel Ortega, read a statement say¬ 
ing Costa Rica had tried to “sys¬ 


tematically block” Nicaragua’s 
request. 

Nicaragua’s foreign minister, 
Samuel Santos, said Costa Rica 
never warned his countiy more 
than 1,900 Cubans were about 
to show up at the border, where 
they have been stuck for several

Fogle given 15 years 


GUILTY PLEA 

Ex-Subway 
pitchman 
sentenced for 
sex with minors 

Former Subway pitchman Jared 
Fogle was sentenced to more 
than 15 years in prison on 
Thursday for trading in child 
pornography and having sex 
with underage prostitutes, with 
the judge describing his “per¬ 
version and lawlessness” as 
“extreme.” 

In a court in Indianapolis, 
Ind. Judge Tanya Walton Pratt 
disregarded prosecutors’ rec¬ 
ommendation that Fogle get 12 
1/2 years behind bars, opting 
for a stiffer term of 15 years 
and eight months in prison. 
She could have sentenced him 
to up to 50 years. 

In explaining her sentence, 
the federal judge noted how 
fortunate Fogle was to land his 
lucrative deal to be the face of 


Subway after he lost more than 
200 pounds in college, partly by 
eating the chain’s sandwiches. 

“What a gift, to have such 
a professional windfall fall in 
your lap,” she said. But Pratt 
said Fogle blew the chance he’d 
been given by living a double 
life and pointed out that the 
crimes he committed weren’t 
victimless. 

“The level of perversion and 
lawlessness exhibited by Mr. 
Fogle is extreme,” Pratt said, 
who also ordered Fogle to sub¬ 
mit to a lifetime of post-prison 
supervision and pay a $175,000 
fine. She recommended that 
Fogle receive sex offender treat¬ 
ment in prison and said she’ll 
recommend he serve his time 
at a federal lockup in Littleton, 
Colorado, that specializes in 
such treatment. 

Fogle didn’t show any vis¬ 
ible reaction when he heard 
his sentence. 

But some family members 
who were in the courtroom 
began crying and hugging each 
other after judge ordered Fogle 


taken into custody. 

Before he was sentenced, 
the 38-year-old father of two 
addressed the court, apolo¬ 
gizing to his victims and his 
family and vowing to be a bet¬ 
ter person. 

“I so regret that I let so many 
of you down,” he told the court. 

“I want to redeem my life. I 
want to become a good, decent 
person. I want to rebuild my 
life,” he said. 

Fogle pleaded guilty to one 
count each of travelling to en¬ 
gage in illicit sexual conduct 
with a minor and distribution 
and receipt of child pornog¬ 
raphy, as per a deal he struck 
with prosecutors in August, a 
month after his suburban In¬ 
dianapolis home was raided. 

Fogle’s lawyers called John 
Bradford, a professor of foren¬ 
sic psychiatry at the University 
of Ottawa in Canada, to testify 
at Thursday’s hearing. 

Speaking by phone, Bradford 
said he analyzed Fogle on Aug. 
17 and concluded that Fogle 
suffers from hypersexuality, 


mild pedophilia, and alcohol 
abuse and dependency. 

He said he took Fogle’s sex¬ 
ual histoiy, including his sex¬ 
ual interests and tested him to 
determine what images caused 
Fogle to be sexually aroused. 
He said Fogle also told him that 
he had “a fairly extensive his¬ 
toiy” of using prostitutes for 
sex. Under cross-examination, 
Bradford said Fogle admitted 
to paying a minimum of about 
$12,000 a year for sex. 

Bradford said Fogle appar¬ 
ently had a compulsive eating 
disorder before he lost all of the 
weight that led to him becom¬ 
ing the face of Subway, and that 
his hypersexuality seemed to 
develop shortly after he shed 
the extra pounds. 

He also said Fogle, whose 
wife filed for divorce on the 
day he agreed to plead guilty, 
admitted that he occasionally 
fantasized about children. 

Fogle agreed to pay a total of 
$1.4 million to his 14 victims, 
with each getting $100,000.

High winds cause three deaths, outages 


Over 100,000 customers re¬ 
mained without power in 
Washington state Thursday 
after a powerful storm killed 
three people and prompted an 
emergency declaration from 
the governor.

Now leaving 
U.S. in greater 
numbers than 
those arriving 

There are many reasons for the 
historic reversal of migration 
between the U.S. and Mexico, 
according the Pew Research Cen¬ 
ter, which announced Thurs¬ 
day that more than 1 million 
Mexicans headed south to re¬ 
establish their lives in the last 
five years, while only 870,000 
migrated north to the U.S. 

Some have grown tired of liv¬ 
ing in the shadow of the law, and 
say border jumping has become 
too dangerous. Jobs are easier to 
find now in Mexico, and family 
ties are powerful. Here are some 
of their stories: 

Feliciano Bermejo spent 21 
years north of the border, raising 
three sons who are U.S. citizens, 
before he was stopped in Atlanta 
for driving with a suspended li¬ 
cense. He was reported to immi¬ 
gration authorities, and agreed 
to return to Mexico voluntarily, 
leaving his family behind, so his 


record would not be marred 
with a deportation. 

The 49-year-old is keeping 
his fingers crossed that when 
his oldest turns 21 next year, 
the young man will be able to 
request legal residency for his 
father and reunite the family. 

But he’s not banking on be¬ 
ing allowed to return legally, 
and said he won’t tiy to sneak 
into the U.S. The border has 
become too dangerous since 
he last crossed in 1994, and so 
he is building a life in Mexico. 

Thanks to his work experi¬ 
ence in Atlanta, where he rose 
to being a supervisor at a com¬ 
pany that installs fire alarms and 
sprinkler systems, he landed a 
job building oil platforms for 
Pemex. Now he sends his family 
$200 weekly from his job in 
Tampico to support them in 
the United States. 

“It’s weird, right?” he said. 
“People sometimes ask me, how 
is it that instead of money being 
sent to you here, you’re sending 
money from here to over there? 
But, well, they need it more 
than me. I’m living here alone.” 

When Rodrigo Quiroz got 
word his 79-year-old mother 
was dying, he hopped on a bus 


in Phoenix and rushed back 
to Mexico. He talked to her by 
phone on his way, but she died 
before he was able to catch an¬ 
other bus to his hometown of 
Culiacan. 

“I never got to see her alive 
again,” he said. 

At first, the 43-year-old 
planned to continue his life 
in Arizona, where he worked 
for seven years in construction 
and picking melons and water¬ 
melons. He hired a smuggler. 
But after the guide abandoned 
the group outside of the Mex¬ 
ican border town of Tecate, he 
realized he no longer had it in 
him to chase dollars. 

“My mother’s death really 
made me think,” he said. “I want 
to be near my family. I don’t 
want to go back to the United 
States anymore. There’s work 
here too.” 

A Tijuana shelter is helping 
him find work. His wife may join 
him there after their 17-year-old 
daughter graduates from high 
school in Culiacan. 

He misses watching the Dia¬ 
mondbacks play, but said he 
can do without the stress of 
living illegally.

Fire risks 
rampant: 
Inspectors 

Romanian firefighting authorities 
have uncovered thousands of 
fire safety violations in a range 
of buildings following a night¬ 
club blaze last month in which 
at least 57 people died. 

In a statement Thursday, the 
Inspectorate for Emergency Situa¬ 
tions said it checked 1,000 bars, 
nightclubs, discotheques, cin¬ 
emas and malls Nov. 9 to Nov. 16. 

Many lacked firefighting 
equipment, fire permits or did 
not hold fire drills, the Inspect¬ 
orate said. It saw violations of 
bans on using open flames, pyro¬ 
technics and smoking in public 
places. The inspectorate said it 
found 3,200 violations, of which 
430 were fixed during checks. It 
said 37 “grave violations” had 
led to the closure or temporaiy 
shutdown of public places and it 
has handed out fines of 8.6 mil¬ 
lion lei ($2.07 million). 

The fire erupted during a 
heavy-metal rock concert at the 
Colectiv nightclub on Oct. 30, 
when a spark ignited foam decor, 
sending panicked people stam¬ 
peding to a single-door exit.

Suspicious of 
results from 
first round of 
voting at polls 

A poll by an independent re¬ 
search group has found deep pub¬ 
lic suspicion of the first round of 
the presidential election in Haiti, 
a finding that is likely to fuel 
calls by opposition parties for a 
recount of the disputed results. 

Teams of researchers with the 
Brazil-based Igarape Institute 
conducted exit polls on the day 
of the Oct. 25 election and fol¬ 
lowed up with the same voters 
again after preliminaiy results 
were announced on Nov. 5. They 
found that public confidence in 
the process had plummeted be¬ 
tween the two dates, according 
to an analysis they planned to 
release Thursday. 

In the election exit poll, 82 
per cent of voters agreed with 
the statement “As far as I can 


see, this election is fair, there is 
no fraud.” But in the follow up, 
the conclusion was almost the 
opposite with nearly 90 per cent 
saying they disagreed with the 
statement. 

Opposition supporters have 
staged protests over the results 
since Nov. 5 as they demand a re¬ 
count. Several thousand marched 
in the capital Wednesday until 
they were dispersed by police 
firing tear gas and rubber bullets. 

The Igarape exit poll found 


about 4 per cent of voters wit¬ 
nessed what they considered 
fraud, which included officials 
improperly turning away voters, 
or people voting multiple times. 

Incidents of fraud were wit¬ 
nessed by research team mem¬ 
bers at 12 polling stations. The 
U.S., Canadian and Haitian re¬ 
searchers interviewed 1,991 
people at 135 polling stations. 
The survey had a margin of er¬ 
ror of 2.29 percentage points.

With World War II under¬ 
way and the Nazis closing in, 
16-year-old Itzchak Belfer decid¬ 
ed to flee his native Poland and 
head east to Soviet Russia. The 
man who had raised the Jew¬ 
ish boy like a son tearfully gave 
him his blessing, slipped the 
teen some money and said, “the 
chicks are leaving the nest.” 

It would be the last time 
Belfer saw Januscz Korczalc, 
a trailblazing educator who 
spumed several offers of free¬ 
dom, choosing instead to stay 
with nearly 200 orphans he 
cared for in the Warsaw Ghetto.

Pakistani Prime Minister 
Nawaz Sharif has asked 
the country's president to 
reject a petition for par¬ 
don for four suspected 
militants sentenced to 
death over the Peshawar 
school attack last Decem¬ 
ber that killed 150 people, 
mostly children. 

The horrific Dec. 16 at¬ 
tack was claimed by the 
Taliban and prompted 
Pakistan to lift a 2008 
moratorium on the death 
penalty. 
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From the ghetto, they were all 
marched to a transit station and 
shipped off to the Treblinlca 
death camp in 1942. 

It was a defining event of 
the Holocaust, one that made 
Korczalc, with his act of sacrifice, 
one of its most famous victims. 

Today, Belfer, a 92-year-old 
grandfather living in Israel, is 
the last of Korczalc’s orphans 
able to recall interactions with 
the doctor, author and educator 
who revolutionized the cause of 
children’s welfare and became 
a national icon in Poland, with 
streets, schools and monuments 
honouring him. 

A noted artist in Israel, Belfer 
has made it his life’s mission 
to commemorate the man who, 
along with partner Stefania 
Wilczynslca, had raised him 
from the age of seven. 

Belfer’s Tel Aviv apartment is 
filled with dozens of his sculp-

WORLD ECONOMIC FORUM 

Study ranked 
Canadaas 
30th out of 
145 nations 

Women around the world will 
earn less than men for the next 
118 years if present trends in 
pay inequity persist, the World 
Economic Forum predicts. 

The global pay gap between 
men and women closed by 
a mere 3 per cent over the 
past decade, noticeably stall¬ 
ing after 2009/2010, says the 
forum’s annual Global Gender 
Gap report. 

The slow progress means 
women are only now earning 
what men earned nearly a dec¬ 
ade ago, $11,000 on average, 
the first year the Geneva-based 
non-profit foundation began 
tracking the data. Meanwhile, 
men’s average pay has nearly 
doubled to $21,000 worldwide. 

As the global economy be¬ 


comes increasingly automated, 
“we need to create a world 
where women’s contribu¬ 
tions and ideals are as valued 
as those of men,” said Klaus 
Schwab, founder and executive 
chairman of the forum, best 
known for its annual meet¬ 
ing of global leaders in Davos, 
Switzerland. 

The report, which also looks 
at women’s progress in edu¬ 
cation, health and political 
empowerment, found Canada 
ranked 30th out of the 145 na¬ 
tions surveyed. 

Around the world, the Nor¬ 
dic nations remain the most 
gender-equal societies, led 
by Iceland, Norway and Fin¬ 
land, ranking first, second and 
third, the World Economic 
Forum said. The least equit¬ 
able are Syria, Pakistan and 
Yemen, ranking 143rd, 144th 
and 145th respectively, the 
forum’s report found. 

One seemingly counter-in¬ 
tuitive ranking went to the 
African nation of Rwanda, 
which came in 6th. Much of

Drought hits lattes 


From frothy red lattes to rust- 
coloured teas, popular rooibos 
drinks will likely become scar¬ 
cer and more expensive be¬ 
cause of a widespread drought 
in South Africa, including in 
scrubland where the rooibos 
plant normally flourishes. 

A devastated rooibos har¬ 
vest may lead to a 90 per cent 
price increase, a trade council 
said on Thursday. The U.S. is 


one of the biggest importers 
of rooibos tea. 

Farmers will only know the 
extent of their losses in the 
first half of 2016 when the 
volume of the final harvest is 
known, said council spokes¬ 
man Ernest du Toit. 

South Africa is the only re¬ 
gion where the rooibos plant 
grows naturally.

You can't help but want a 
towering figure in feminism 
like Gloria Steinem to have 
the best chat of her life, 
chatting with you. But damn, 
are you lucky that she's 
chatting to you at all.

I think I screwed up with 
Gloria Steinem. She was great. 
She was (is) interesting, and 
thoughtfhl and kind. Also: At 
ease. 

But I was tiying far too 
hard. Maybe it was over-read¬ 
ing all things by and for her, 
or marking her new book My 
Life on the Road, using “sign 
here” stickies at my favour¬ 
ite parts, as if I’d have time to 
touch on them all, worrying 
how to ask questions she’d 
never heard before. 

Of course, Steinem doesn’t 
need any interviewer to be in¬ 
teresting. 

I began by thanking her for 
her decades of activism. 

“Well, you know, I feel the 
same thankfulness to all the 
people who woke me up,” she 
said. “It’s like a chain, and it 
just goes on and on, which is 
the good news.” 

Many of the people who 
“woke her up” are detailed in 
her memoir, a personal his¬ 
tory of second-wave feminism 
from the vanguard, a medita¬ 
tion on the act of listening, a 
book rich with characters she 
meets on the road, in planes, 
taxis and trains, in India, the 
U.S. and Canada. They teach 
her and buoy her and offer 
her hope, and I asked if we all 
need to travel to get that feel¬ 
ing of optimism. 

But she said the road can 
be a state of mind: “When you

leave your house in the mor¬ 
ning, just being open to ac¬ 
cident makes a big difference. 
Take those moments in the 
elevator, when nobody’s talk¬ 
ing but eveiybody’s thinking 
the same thing, or whatever 
the immediate spontaneous 
moment is, and going with it 
to see what happens.” 


You might, like Steinem, 
discover your garbage man is 
your best political adviser. 

I told her I see schisms 
among feminists by race, and 
she pointed to how the media 
and some scholars put the 
social-justice movement into 
silos, when “What’s missing is 
the understanding of organic 
connections. It’s not possible 
in any practical way, much less 
idealistic way, to be a feminist 
without being anti-racist,” she 
said. Women suffer from both 
categories, and “in an even 
deeper way you can’t perpetu¬ 
ate race or caste, as in India, 


or class, without controlling 
reproduction.” 

But are we — young femin¬ 
ists — doing enough to listen 
to each other, and be broad¬ 
minded? 

No one’s all that great at it, 
she said with a little laugh. 

“I think young women are 
by and large better at it than 


older ones, because they’re 
more conscious of the connec¬ 
tions, because they’ve grown 
up with more connections.” 

“Racism is a prison for 
white folks who are cultur¬ 
ally deprived,” she added. “You 
have to get mad on your own 
behalf: ‘How dare this society 
tell me who my friends are 
and where I live?’ I think you 
become a more trustworthy 
ally when you see your own 
enlightened self-interest in it.” 

What most concerns her 
right now, she said, is global 
violence against women: In¬ 
fanticides that led to a planet 


with more men than women, 
underage pregnancy causing 
teenage death, sexualized vio¬ 
lence and domestic violence. 

And she argued that the 
issue of violence against 
women should play a central 
role in foreign policy, too. 

If western governments 
want to separate moderate 
groups from extremists to 
find allies in Syria, “the most 
reliable way of deciding that 
is attitudes toward women. If 
we had taken that seriously, 
we would not have aided the 
mujahideen, who turned into 
the Taliban in Afghanistan, for 
instance.” 

The only politician advocat¬ 
ing that strategy, she said, is 
Hillary Clinton. Steinem writes 
in her book that the U.S. 
wasn’t ready to have a woman 
head of state in 2008 because 
we, and especially men, “feel 
regressed to childhood when 
we see powerful women.” 

And now? 

“I’m not sure.” Maybe Clin¬ 
ton’s own time as secretaiy of 
state has helped, she said, but 
it will be a “very tough cam¬ 
paign.” 

At one point, Steinem 
painted an image of the future 
that answered my worries 
that things can’t change: “If 
we raised one generation of 
children without violence and 
without shaming and labels 
and, you know, race, gender 
roles and so on, we don’t 
know what might be possible.” 

When I hung up, my mind 
created an alternate interview: 
I laughed when she laughed, 
instead of being too nerv¬ 
ous, pleasantness gave way to 
firecrackers. You can’t help 
but want a towering figure in 
feminism like Steinem to have 
the best chat of her life, chat¬ 
ting with you. But damn, are 
you lucky that she’s chatting 
to you at all.

He's the Prime Minister of PDA. But are 
Justin Trudeau's touchy-feely tendencies a 
weird habit or a successful strategy? 


Trudeau gets up close 
and personal with the U.S.

Many Canadians enjoy 
getting hugs, even if they're 
too shy to give them in 
public, said University of 
Victoria psychology profes¬ 
sor Robert Gifford, an 



expert on personal space. "I 
would hazard a guess that 
(Trudeau's body language) 
works with many people, 
and in general is a good 
strategy, whether intended 
as a strategy or not," Gifford 
said. 

The distance we prefer 
between ourselves and 
others varies by culture: 
People in the Middle East or 
Latin America, for example, 
tend to get a bit cosier 
than Europeans 
or Americans. 

Etiquette expert 
Debby Mayne recom¬ 
mends a personal bubble 
of 120 centimetres be¬ 
tween strangers, while 
one group of psychologists 
looking at norms of personal 



space used a benchmark of 
64 centimetres for everyday 
conversation. (Violating 
this could indicate an aut¬ 
ism spectrum disorder or a 
specific type of brain dam¬ 
age — no sign that applies 
to Trudeau). 

Outside of intimate re¬ 
lationships, a distance of 
less than 45 centimetres 
typically makes North Amer¬ 
icans nervous, "cross-eyed" 
and instinctively want to 
move away, according to 
the anthropology text The 
Hidden Dimension. 

So, yes, Trudeau's in-your- 
face style "goes against the 
classical Canadian behav¬ 
iour pattern," Gifford said. 
But that's not necessarily 
a bad thing: "Maybe we all 
need to hug a bit more."

publicist at a nearby hotel. I’ve 
eaten with a lot actors who order 
a piece of steamed fish, no but¬ 
ter, no oil and then, rather than 
actually put it in their mouth, 
simply move it around the plate 
until the waiter takes it away. 

Not Jennifer Lawrence. She 
ordered a steak dinner with 


sides and ate it all while show¬ 
ing us a cell phone snap of her 
costume for the Girl with the 
Dragon Tattoo audition. As she 
chatted, laughed and enjoyed 
dinner, it was apparent what 
she wasn’t. She wasn’t precious 
or overwhelmed at being on the 
cusp of something big. She was 


doing something rare in this 
business — being herself and 
enjoying the ride. In other words 
the woman you now see photo¬ 
bombing Taylor Swift on red car¬ 
pets or starring in this weekend’s 
The Hunger Games: Mockingjay 
Part 2 is the real deal, someone 
completely at ease with herself 
in a business that doesn’t usually 
allow for that. 

Later, on the way to the the¬ 
atre, she opted not to take the 
provided limo. Instead we walked 
down Bloor Street. It was on the 
chilly side, so she draped my suit 
jacket over her shoulders. Along 
the way her high heel caught 
in a crack in the pavement and 


snapped off. Rather than hobble 
down the street, she kicked off 
both shoes and walked barefoot 
the rest of the way, her broken 
designer shoes in hand. 

At the theatre I don’t remem¬ 
ber what we talked about on 
stage. When I think back on 
the night I reflect on the sweet 
spot she was in, career-wise. She 
was about to become one of the 
youngest Oscar nominees ever 
for best actress in a leading role 
and yet there wasn’t an ounce of 
pretension about her. Charisma? 
Yes. Talent? In spades. 

I don’t claim to have some 
sort of celebrity ESP, but that 
night I knew in my gut I had 


met a star, a feeling reaffirmed 
when I saw her cany the Hunger 
Games movies on her back and 
become a leading voice in the 
fight for pay equality for women 
in Hollywood. 

Want to see a superstar? 
Watch the last scene of the Joy 
trailer. Shot on an iPhone as test 
footage it’s a close-up of Law¬ 
rence’s face as she fires off two 
shotgun rounds.

For The Secret in Their Eyes, 
Chiwetel Ejiofor teams up with 
Nicole Kidman and Julia Roberts

acter during two distinct periods 
of his life 13 years apart. 

And while a little gray in the 
temples helps, Ejiofor found 
some unique ways to distinguish 
the two versions of himself. 

What was it about this char¬ 
acter that interested you? 

I liked the idea of dealing with 
this character in two differ¬ 
ent time periods, thereby be¬ 
ing able to reflect and engage 
with the obsessional qualities 
that he has. I’m sure it’s a part 
of his character anyway, but 
these circumstances that he’s 


in kind of highlight his pro¬ 
pensity to become obsessed. 

It becomes a veiy interesting 
stoiy about this guy’s psychol¬ 
ogy, the demons at play within 
him. I was really excited about 
exploring all of those things. 

That gap between the two 
periods is interesting. Did 
you do any work for yourself 
as far as what his life was like 
in between? 

Yeah, I mean, building a sort 
of background for him and 
what his life was — his roman¬ 
tic life and his professional life 
— and just sort of filling in the 
gaps of that was really helpful. 
But the main event for him is 
that there’s like a sound that 
he can’t get rid of. I thought of 
it as almost literal, almost kind 
of something a ringing sound 
that he could never escape. He 
has the knowledge that the 
only way he’ll ever get past 
or get through it is by finding 
the guy who did the thing. 

So the main thing for him in 
that time is that he cannot 
break free of this obsession, 
this need. 

If you’re imagining an actual 
ringing in your ears, does 


that drive you crazy by the 
end of the shoot? 

(laughs) Yeah, I mean if it 
were to really manifest. But 
you know, yeah, it’s obviously 
metaphorical but there’s defin¬ 
itely a sense of that with him. 
And that’s why I think when 
he starts to confront the guy, it 
just takes on its own quality. 


Did you watch the original 
Argentinean film? 

No, I didn’t. I didn’t see it be¬ 
forehand. I’ve seen it since. 

I felt like it was going to be 
interesting to me to be able 
to take a look at it afterward. 
What I always suspected was 
that the films would be veiy 
different because an Amer¬ 


ican version of an Argentin¬ 
ean film, I think, just sort of 
culturally comes from a differ¬ 
ent place and would therefore 
go down a totally different 
avenue. And I think that’s 
true of the film, that they be¬ 
come kind of cousins in a way. 
They’re not directly related. 
They follow some of the same 


narrative principles, but the 
characters exist in totally dif¬ 
ferent universes. 

Can you pinpoint a cultural 
difference between an 
American and Argentinean 
version of a story? 

In a sense, in the Argentinean 
version, there’s something 
quite delicate and tender in 
the center of it that is slightly 
different from the American¬ 
ized version of the film, which 
is quite muscular, you know? 
And has a slightly different 
feel to it. It’s quite different. I 
think both things work, but I 
don’t think they could be over¬ 
lapped. I don’t think you could 
make an American version 
of the film that could sustain 
that kind of tenderness. 

This seems like the kind of 
adult drama people lament 
that don’t get made 
anymore. 

That was one of the good 
things about doing this — it 
seemed like the kind of film 
that you don’t really see that 
much of anymore, and I miss 
these kinds of movies, (laughs) 
I was really happy to be en¬ 
gaged in something like this.

How familiar were you with 
Dalton Trumbo’s story? 

When I became interested 
in acting, I was drawn to the 
people from the Group The¬ 
ater in New York, and a lot 
of them went on to become 
very famous acting teachers 
but then a lot of them also 
joined the Communist party. 
So I knew about blacklisting 
from what had happened to 
them, and I knew about the 
Hollywood 10 — not in a lot 
of great detail. I’d admired 
Dalton Trumbo but, my God, I 
had no idea he was as prolific 
as he was. 

How about your charac¬ 
ter, Frank King? Were you 
familiar with him and his 
brother? 

No, I didn’t know a thing 
about them. I found out what 
I could find out on the Inter¬ 
net. You know, these guys 
were the same kind of people 
that founded the motion pic¬ 


ture studios in the first place. 
They were involved in the 
pinball business, saw a way to 
make a quick buck. They were 
just there to make money and 
nothing else. 

It almost seems strange now 
how much people freaked 
out over Communism. 

It doesn’t seem strange to me 
at all, and it doesn’t seem like 
we’ve learned our lessons veiy 
well. People are veiy good at 
manipulating fear for their 
own ends and for power. We 
have a lot of lobbyists doing 
it, we have a lot of politicians 
who are buying into it. And 
these days of social media, it’s 
becoming tribal, almost — 
the group-shaming of people, 
beating up on people. It’s very 
good at turning individuals 
into mobs — “this is what’s

right to think, this is what’s 
correct.” And people aren’t 
afraid to use death threats 
now and really, really hate¬ 
ful speech. Doesn’t seem like 
we’ve learned a lot. 

It’s scary how with social 
media you can create your 
own echo chamber. 

Yeah, you listen to the groups 
that you want to listen to, and 
you don’t listen to anybody 
else. That’s as far as I want 
to get down that, start to 
get into privacy and all that 
stuff, which has no bearing 
here. Well... it does because 
it’s the privacy of a person to 
have their own beliefs and 
wishes and not have to share 
them with anyone else or 
really have to explain them if 
they’re perfectly legal to have.

The last time director Jonathan 
Levine made a movie with Jo¬ 
seph Gordon-Levitt and Seth 
Rogen, it was 50/50, a dramedy 
about cancer. 

The Night Before is more 
lighthearted — sort of. It fol¬ 
lows three friends (the other 
played by Anthony Mackie) do¬ 
ing their annual tradition of 
having a sloppy night in NYC 
on Christmas Eve. But this time 
the characters played by Rogen 
and Mackie feel they’re too old 
and settled down to ever do it 
again, leaving Gordon-Levitt as 
the last hold-out. It’s that anx¬ 
iety that made Levine — who 
also made The Waclcness and 
Warm Bodies — comfortable 
doing his first full-on comedy. 

This is your second film with 
Seth Rogen, after 50/50. How 
did you two first meet? 

On 50/50, there was another 
filmmaker who dropped out 
a couple months before. I 
was one of five people up for 
the gig. For whatever reason 
they liked me. I think it was 
because I made The Wackness 
and they thought I would 
smoke weed with them. 
(Laughs) But it was also be¬ 
cause I spoke relatively intelli¬ 
gently about the material.

I’ve read you two have helped 
each other out on projects — 
that he helped look at Warm 
Bodies and you looked at 
This is the End. 

Yeah, but it wasn’t in any 
specific way. Seth and Evan 
continuously have people 
come in and look at their 
stuff. If I’m looking at This is 
the End, I’m one of 50 people 
who are looking at it. On 
Warm Bodies I definitely used 
that. The first time was on 
50/50, where we thought we 
needed to have smart people 


look at it and tell us what’s 
good and what’s bad. Seth 
was one of those people. It’s a 
culture of rigorous note-giving 
and improving the work. 

You’ve done dramas or ro¬ 
mances that were funny be¬ 
fore, but you’ve never really 
made a full-on comedy. 

It was a change of pace. And 
it certainly wouldn’t have 
worked for me if at its heart 
there wasn’t an undercur¬ 
rent of drama. Having it fun¬ 
damentally revolve around 


issues of friendship and get¬ 
ting older, that me more com¬ 
fortable executing the com¬ 
edy. I loved doing something 
whose primaiy goal was to 
make people laugh. You feel 
like you’re throwing a party 
and your only goal is to make 
eveiyone has as much fun as 
possible. 

Your sets sound very loose. 
You’re not like Sam Peck¬ 
inpah, drunkenly screaming 
at people. 

No one screams at anybody. 


Well, I probably screamed on 
occasion. But generally every¬ 
one can bring their friend, 
everyone can brings their 
mom, eveiyone’s welcome. 
When there’s a veiy serious 
scene, of course it’s not like 
that. It’s very subdued. But if 
you were to see it, it would 
look like we’re having fun. 

Despite all the crazy things 
that happen in the film, it 
is rooted in a serious con¬ 
cern. Joseph Gordon-Levitt’s 
Ethan hasn’t gotten his stuff 


together, while his closest 
friends have, causing a dis¬ 
connect. 

When we were writing it, 
eveiy single person had 
someone in mind who was 
that person in their life. We 
talked about why that person 
was not succeeding. There 
were many reasons. For a lot 
of us, the reason we’ve suc¬ 
ceeded is talent, but also a lot 
of luck, so it’s s—y to look at 
the friend who hasn’t been so 
lucky. But the truth is a lot of 
it is luck. We settled on giving 
(Ethan) a trauma he’s never 
been able to move past. That 
happens to a lot of people, 
whether it’s someone who got 
stuck in a job for too long and 
looked up one day and his 
friends were more successful 
than him or her, or someone 
just got knocked down and 
took too long getting back up. 

How conscious were you of 
playing with holiday movie 
conventions? 

I imagined it as a Christmas 
movie for people who didn’t 
celebrate traditional Christ¬ 
mases, whether because 
you’re Jewish or from another 
non-Christian religion or your 
parents are divorced or you 
hate your parents. There are 
lot of people who feel left out 
of the traditional Christmas. I 
would go out in New York do 
stuff like this on Christmas 
Eve. There were a lot of Chris¬ 
tian people, there were a lot 
of Jews. It was all people who 
had a reason for not celebrat¬ 
ing the traditional Christmas. 
It’s nice because Christmas 
is an oppressive, monolithic 
thing.

Coming-of 
age part plays 
into her own 
growth, says 
Brooklyn star

Hollywood has never been 
an easy place to carve out a 
career — especially for child 
actors growing up in front of 
the camera. So it’s particularly 
remarkable how smoothly Sao¬ 
irse Ronan has maneuvered 
the maelstrom of the movie 
biz since entering it at just 
nine years old. 

“I never played kid roles and 
I had never been in kid films 
so I always just thought of 
myself as an actor,” reasoned 
the now 21-year-old actress 
whose acclaimed oeuvre in¬ 
cludes The Lovely Bones and 
The Grand Budapest Hotel. 



“But until now, it was tricky to 
showcase that you were ready 
to move on to that next step 
of taking on roles that were 
a little bit more mature and 
where you’re more at, per¬ 
sonally.” 

That’s why her latest offer¬ 
ing, Brooklyn, was such an 
important role for the Irish- 
American actor. Based on 
Colm Toibin’s award-winning 
bestseller (which U.K. news¬ 
paper The Guardian named 
as “one of the ten best his¬ 
torical novels”), the 1950s-set 
drama follows the stoiy of an 
Irish immigrant who flees to 
New York in search of work 
and must struggle with new 
loves and a life on her own as 
a young adult. 

“What’s particularly fresh 
about this story is that it’s 
told from a woman’s point 
of view and that’s something 
that’s missing from all of the 
accounts in the Irish canon of 
immigration,” explained dir¬ 
ector John Crowley. “If you 
got that specific story right, 
then you’d have the scale to 
carry hundreds, thousands

it. It’s sort of a keyhole drama 
in that way.” 

While that period of histoiy 
remains scarce on testimony, 
Ronan insists she didn’t ne¬ 
cessarily rely on research to 
assume the character. Instead 


the acting approach that gar¬ 
nered Ronan an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion in 2008 for Atonement 
has “very much stayed based 
on instinct” — something that 
also informed her latest com- 
ing-of-age portrayal. 


“As you get older and you 
have more life experience, 
that does come into play when 
you play a character,” admit¬ 
ted Ronan. “This was less of a 
journey to step into that place 
because I was already there.”

No self-respecting Italian past the age 
of five uses a spoon to eat spaghetti. 



I was confused after I watched 
Brooklyn during TIFF. It 
wasn’t the plot — a young 
Irish woman, Ellis (Saoirse 
Ronan), must not only choose 
between her homeland (Ire¬ 
land) and the countiy to 
which she recently immigrat¬ 
ed (America) but also between 
two young men who inhabit 
those disparate worlds separ¬ 
ated by the Atlantic. I think it 
was purely a case of disbelief: 


Did I just sit through an entire 
contemporaiy film without 
spotting a single superhero? 
Without any overt violence, 
villains, sex and scandal? Was 
this simply a tender movie, 
rich with ’50s period detail, 
about the isolation of the im¬ 
migrant experience; about 
love, loss and growing up? 

Yes, it was. And critics were 
also nearly unanimously en¬ 
chanted. 


There was one decision, 
however, that I questioned. 
Ellis’ den mother, played by 
the illimitable Julie Walters, 
helps her practise eating spa¬ 
ghetti, a delicacy that’s she’s 
never tried, to prepare Ellis for 
dinner with the family of her 
Italian-American boyfriend, 
Tony. 

Ellis knocks their socks off, 
as she deftly uses her spoon 
to twirl the noodles around 


her forks’ tines —just like 
they do. 

Now, some of you won’t 
bat an eyelash to the above 
observation while others will 
be incredulous: no respecting 
Italian past the age of five uses 
a spoon to eat spaghetti. 

To spoon or not to spoon? 
That is the question. After get¬ 
ting lost in culinaiy histoiy — 
the invention, popularization 
and industrialization of pasta 
— I can’t be certain. But Miss 
Manners has a strong opinion

Ronan as chameleon 

The first time I interviewed 
Saoirse Ronan she was 15 
years old and the veteran 
of six movies.

It’s been almost 20 years since 
former NHL player Sheldon Ken¬ 
nedy came forward with his stoiy 
of sexual abuse at the hands of 
former Swift Current Broncos 
head coach Graham James. 

In the years that followed, 
more victims shared their stor¬ 
ies, James was jailed and Ken¬ 
nedy held up as a hero as he 
rollerbladed across Canada to 
raise money and awareness for 
sexual abuse victims. 

Kennedy thought his disclo¬ 
sure would bring him peace, 
but the pain and trauma from 
those early years still haunted 
him as he battled alcoholism 
and cocaine addiction and had 
stints in jail. 

At one point he found himself 
sitting with a gun, contemplat¬ 
ing suicide. 


“I think one of the biggest 
myths out there is once you tell 
your stoiy, it’s over,” says Ken¬ 
nedy. 

Swift Current, a new docu¬ 
mentary about Kennedy and the 
struggles of sex abuse victims, 


aims to dispel that myth. 

“This film paints a very vis¬ 
ceral and cinematic portrait of 
how difficult it is to recover from 
sexual abuse trauma,” says the 
doc’s director Joshua Rofe. At 
first, Rofe says that Kennedy was 


reticent to work with him on 
the film, as he felt his stoiy had 
already been told and there was 
nothing more to say. 

But as their focus sharpened, 
they realized the stoiy wasn’t just 
Kennedy’s, but a broader look at

the healing journey. 

“I think that this doc is told 
in a way of how the issues have 
evolved,” says Kennedy, compar¬ 
ing The Sheldon Kennedy Stoiy 
— the documentaiy about his 
life made in the late ’90s — to 
Swift Current. 

“If we look at the film that was 
made 17 years ago, it was just 
telling a stoiy that showed this 
stuff happens, but I think we’re 
at a point now where I believe 
(Swift Current) talks about solu¬ 
tion. It’s about hope,” he says. 

Threaded through Kennedy’s 
own recovery are the stories 
of two 21-year-old victims who 
spoke up at one of Kennedy’s 
public talks at Durham College 
in Oshawa, Ont. 


In front of 300 people, they 
told their own stories of abuse 
and asked Kennedy for help. 

“These kids were dying to 
speak up,” says Rofe, who felt 
compelled to include them in 
the documentaiy. 

Rofe shows Kennedy sharing 
his stoiy and helping these young 
victims deal with the aftermath 
of their abuse. 

“The great comparison that 
Josh has made in this film is 
between them — they’re 21 — 
and me, who’s been grinding 
away hying to get healthy for 20 
years; the two different places of 
recoveiy,” says Kennedy. 

Today, Kennedy is clean and 
works to advocate for better child 
protection policies in Canada and 
the U.S. and is the lead director 
at the Sheldon Kennedy Child 
Advocacy Centre in Calgaiy. 

But he admits his recoveiy 
still requires day-to-day work. 

“It’s about having tools,” he 
says. 

“For me, that’s attending 
meetings and advocacy, work¬ 
ing out, and heading out to my 
farm to ground myself.” 

“What I’m good at is pushing 
for change and listening to the 
grassroots and pushing at the top 
to make things happen,” he says.

Blige encourages 
‘no more drama’ 


R&B star to 
host inspiring 
Apple radio 
show for fans 

R&B star Mary J. Blige is hoping 
she can offer love and support 
to those who “are sitting in 
their car in traffic about to jump 
out and kill somebody or kill 
themselves” with a positive 
and inspirational radio show. 

The singer, who launched 
Real Talk this month on Apple 
Music’s Beats 1 Radio, said she 
wants to motivate fans with her 
show — much like her songs 
have. 

“So many people out there 
are hurting and there are so 
many people out there that 
need to be reached, and there 
are so many people I wish I 
could ... give a word of en¬ 
couragement to,” Blige said 
in an interview last week. “If I 
can reach somebody and say, 
‘... You’re beautiful and I go 
through the same things, too, 
and right now I’m thinking 
the same thing’ — it means so 
much to them.” 

Blige, 44, added that if she 
“could have had Michael Jack- 
son on a radio station back 
then, or had Janet Jackson talk 
to me when I was growing up, 
it would have meant the world 
to me.” 

Each episode of her show 
will be named after songs by 
Blige, whose hits include Not 
Gon’ Ciy, Real Love, Family Af¬ 
fair and No More Drama. 

Her first show, My Life, 
looked back at her ground¬ 
breaking 1994 sophomore al¬ 
bum of the same name. 

“It was special to me because 
I got a chance to express to 
people that didn’t know exactly 
what was happening during the 
making of the My Life album 


and what I was dealing with,” 
said Blige, who was battling 
drug addiction at the time. 

“Although I’ve come a long 
way and I’ve recovered and I’m 
strong and no one’s going to 
hurt me again — or I would 
hope that no one hurts me 
again — just the feeling, just 
the nostalgia, just the memories 
are all veiy vivid and the same.” 

Her next episode, debuting 


Saturday and called Doubt, 
will include Demi Lovato, the 
23-year-old singer-actress who 
entered rehab in 2010 to deal 
with an eating disorder, self- 
mutilation and other issues. 

“It’s really deep, it’s really 
heavy, but it’s really uplifting 
and inspiring. She speaks to a 
whole other generation that 
needs help, that’s committing 
suicide every single day,” Blige

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said. “Hopefully it helps some¬ 
one.” 

Jimmy Iovine, who encour¬ 
aged Blige to do the show, said 
when he worked with the sing¬ 
er at Interscope Records he 
thought she would be a great 
TV talk-show host. 

“She’s that girl. She’s very 
powerful at articulating her 
truth and making people feel 
very comfortable when they’re 
around her,” Iovine said in an 
interview. “I feel that she’s a 
natural for this and we love 
giving her the platform.” 

On her show, Blige also 
tried to recreate her Beats 1 
Radio commercial with Taraji 
P. Henson and Kerry Washing¬ 
ton, which went viral after 
it debuted during the Emmy 
Awards in September. Blige said 
Washington was unavailable, 
but an episode with Henson 
will debut Dec. 6 (the show airs 
biweekly at 2 p.m. EST). 

“We’re reminiscing and 
we’re going back to her life 
in D.C.,” Blige said of Henson, 
who stars on Empire on Fox. 
“We’re friends so it’s hilarious. 
We’re having a ball, and we got 
deep, too.” 

Blige said more guests on 
her show will be announced 
at a later date. She said she’s 
hoping to score an interview 
with first lady Michelle Obama. 

“I definitely want to do it 
with Michelle Obama — if she 
will have me,” Blige said. “That 
would be a dream come true.”

You tell me. 

You do that when it’s over. 

It’s called “when it’s over.” So 
rest in peace. R.I.P. Other than 
that, we are running around 
New York City (50 Cent’s 
hometown) as we speak. The 
excitement in these streets for 
the new album, I’m dropping 
new remixes, I’ve been in the 
game since ‘06 and nobody 
has ever stepped on one of my 
sneakers. Not one, ya dig. That 


speaks for itself. 

There’s a lot of talking and 
tweeting in this industry, but 
who really getting money? 
Don’t ever get it twisted. You 
see Jay Z, you see Puff Daddy, 
and right around there some¬ 
where, you see (Rick Ross) 
is in the starting lineup. We 
put new chlorine in the pool 
weekly. It’s a lot of distractions 
that’s meant to distract you 
from staying focused. 

There was some friction be¬ 


tween your label mates Meek 
Mill and Wale. 

It came and went. When 
things have potential to (be 
come) something that’s a prob¬ 
lem, then I may get involved. 
...I know in 10 years, they will 
be the same executives, if they 
are no longer artists, giving 
the next generation the right 
input. ...My job is to make sure 
they don’t take it (too far)...

Canadian teen 
scores record 
deal based on 
YouTube covers 

Alessia Cara is quickly emer¬ 
ging as a breakout teen star 
but the singer is determined 
not only to avoid the pitfalls 
of celebrity, but to serve as a 
champion for those who feel 
out of place. 

The 19-year-old won un¬ 
expected fame from her bed¬ 
room in suburban Toronto 
starting five years ago as she 
posted cover songs on YouTube, 
turning her rich soul voice 
on hits from artists includ¬ 
ing Lorde, Amy Winehouse 
and Taylor Swift, who recently 
invited her to perform at a 
concert. 

Tongue-in-cheek 

The covers, accompanied by 
tongue-in-cheek but strikingly 
accurate impressions of famous 
singers, led to a record deal 
with Def Jam, a prominent 
label best known for hip-hop, 
and Cara has spent the last two 
years writing an album. 

Despite her fan base among 
teens, Cara picked the mature- 
sounding Here as the first sin¬ 
gle off Know-It-All, her debut 
album released on Friday. 

On Here, set to an Isaac 
Hayes soul sample also used 
in the 1995 song Glory Box 
by English trip-hoppers Port- 
ishead, Cara sings with poise 
of her dread at a party “under 
clouds of marijuana” and loud 
but dull music. 

“Excuse me if I seem a little 
unimpressed with this / An an¬ 
ti-social pessimist, but usually 
I don’t mess with this,” sings 
Cara, in a voice that brings 
memories of Winehouse. 

Single-minded 

Cara insisted on Here as the 
first single, even though 
“eveiybody said it’s not really 
safe enough for radio.” 

“I said I didn’t care,” she 
told AFP after an album release 
party held, appropriately, at 
YouTube’s studio in New York. 

“It showed a side of my 
personality and it was a good 
introduction to me as an art¬ 
ist,” she said. 

“I didn’t want to be placed 
in an automatic category of 
‘teen pop star’... the usual stu¬ 
pid comparisons. I wanted to 
steer away from that and show 
people that I’m real.” 


Viral hit 

The song built slowly into a 
viral hit after its release in 
April, fuelled by its popular¬ 
ity online. 

Here has been streamed 
more than 65 million times on 
Spotify and viewed more than 
21 million times on YouTube. 

Cara credited the song’s suc¬ 
cess to fans who quietly nod¬ 
ded to the message of social 
isolation at parties, a theme 
comparatively rare for main¬ 
stream teenage pop. 

“They feel like I’ve given 
them a voice or a platform to 
say — ‘We feel the same way. 
We’re not feeling it either,”’ 
she said. 

Cara — fast-talking and 
quick-witted when discuss¬ 
ing her music — has kept up 
her flow of covers, recently 
uploading a version of fellow 
young Canadian singer Justin 
Bieber’s Love Yourself. 

Terrified' of fame 

While not mentioning Bieber 
or other tabloid-headlining 
stars by name, Cara said she 
was determined not to wade 
too far into the minefields of 
celebrity life. 

“I’m not interested in the 
whole fame side of things and 
I’m not interested in the spot¬ 
light,” she said. 

“I know a lot of artists say 
that, but I do mean it. I’m ter¬ 
rified of it. 

“I think you’ve just got to 
keep the right people around 
you and hope for the best, and 
just hope you don’t wind up 
like some other people who 
have unfortunately fallen to 
their demise a little bit,” she 
said with a laugh. 

Winehouse effect 

Yet Cara cites as a model a 
musician who had a notori¬ 
ously troubled and brief life 

Cara said that Winehouse of¬ 
fered an emotional poignancy 
with her tales of heartbreak, 
which the Canadian teenager 
had not felt directly. 

“That’s when I realized the 
power of music. I could feel 
something I’ve never gone 
through before.” afp

Fearless bested 
1989 

Four out of Taylor Swift's five albums 
are on the all-time list, but the highest- 
ranked one is not what you would think 
— Fearless took the fourth spot and 
Swift's self-titled debut came in at 18. 
Even though the 64th ranked 1989 took 
the end of 2014 and beginning of 2015 
by storm. Swift's country music still 
won out. 


Beyonce is 
nowhere to be found 

Beyonce doesn't even make an 
appearance with Destiny's Child, but 
even more surprising is that her iconic 
Iate2013 album, Beyonce, didn't make 
the cut either. It was iTunes' fastest selling 
album ever, and has sold five million 
copies worldwide. It was also her fifth 
straight number one album, but still did 
not make the Greatest of All Time list. 
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Amen! Sampling justice finally dealt

In 1969, a DC soul outfit called 
The Winstons released a single 
called Color Him Father, which 
reached No. 2 on the Billboard 
Hot 100 and won a Grammy for 
Best R&B Song the following year. 
The B-side of that single received 
almost zero attention. Ten years 
later, though, that forgotten song 
dramatically changed the course 
of music. 

Amen, Brother was an instru¬ 
mental that riffed on a piece en¬ 
titled Amen, written for a 1963 
film entitled Lilies of the Field 
and then covered by The Impres¬ 
sions in 1964. 

Once The Winstons recorded 
it, they immediately forgot about 
it—until they started hearing it 
again and again. 

Starting in about 1980, a six- 
second snippet of the song — a 
drum break played by GC Cole¬ 
man —began turning up in rap 
recordings. 

As the decade progressed, 


these four bars were surgical¬ 
ly excised from Amen, Brother 
and implanted into dozens, then 
hundreds and then thousands of 
new songs. 

The Amen Break, as it be¬ 
came known, crept into hip hop, 
breakbeat, jungle, electronica, 
drums and bass, techno, indus¬ 
trial music, pop and rock as an 
often greatly manipulated loop 
of beats. 

Coleman’s beat was fed into 
digital recording software and 


sped up, slowed down, stretched, 
distorted and otherwise manipu¬ 
lated. 

Checking the WhoSampled 
database, the Amen Break has 
been used in no fewer than 1,871 
songs, ranging from NWA and 
the Prodigy to Slipknot and Janet 
Jackson. You have most definitely 
heard it. 

And how much were The Win¬ 
stons compensated for having a 
piece of their song used as the 
basis for so many others? 


What did they earn for help¬ 
ing to change the face of music? 

Zero. Nothing. 

The Winstons’ Richard Spen¬ 
cer —the holder of the copyright 
— could only shrug in dismay at 
this plagiarism. 

It was flattering that so many 
people found these six seconds to 
be so useful, but shouldn’t a little 
cash have come back to him? 

Meanwhile. GC Coleman, the 
man who actually played those 
beats, died homeless in Atlanta 
in the fall of 2006. 

A couple of British DJs, Mar- 
tyn Webster and Steve Theobald, 
understood the injustice of the 
situation so they set up a Go- 
FundMe campaign to raise some 
cash as compensation. People 
responded graciously. 

Earlier this month, Ri¬ 
chard Spencer was presented 
a check for £24,000 (about 
$50,000 CAD). Hey, it’s only 
a fraction of what’s owed, but 
at least is something, right?

Taking a chance on a kid 

When Connor moved to Edmonton in 2010, he found the 
perfect opportunity to volunteer; he became a Big in School. 

“Eve loved it since day one,” Connor says. “At first, I didn’t 
really know what to do with the students, but I learned pretty 
quickly that we could work on their homework and then go do 
something fun.”

“You help 
them make small changes that will lead to bigger changes in the 



future,” Connor explains. “It’s like a ripple effect.” 

Plus, it adds to the mentor’s quality of life. “I feel like I’m 
giving back to the community in a meaningful way, helping a 
future generation of citizens. As a mentor, I can give support to 
these kids where I may not have had the same support growing 
up.” 

Connor has a message for anyone unsure about volunteering: 
“You have to take a chance and go for it. The most important 
thing is that you’re interested in spending time with these kids.”

Harper turned 23 on Oct. 16, 
after the playoffs had already 
started.

• 1 Tbsp mayonnaise 

• 1 Tbsp yogurt 

• 1 tsp Dijon mustard 

Directions 

1. Mix the mayo, yogurt and 
mustard in a small bowl. 

2. Warm up a large skillet to 


medium heat. Butter one side of 
two pieces of bread and place 
them bread butter side down in the 
pan. Spread the mayo mix evenly 
across the upward facing slices 
while they're in the pan. 

3. Divide the grated cheese in 
half and sprinkle it over the bread. 
Now lay two slices of ham onto 
each piece of bread. Now add 

a layer of apple slices. Top with 
the other pieces of buttered 
bread, butter side out. 

4. Place a small frying pan or plate 
over the sandwiches and then top 
it with something heavy, like a can 
of tomatoes. Check to see if it's
